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Council to Look at Planning Process 
For Development of Northway Complex

Once again the proposed 
Northway ballfield complex 
was the topic of discussion 
before City Council. At their 
regular meeting on Monday, 
December 17 council accept¬ 
ed a report on the subject 
from its Park and Recrea¬ 
tion Advisory Board, agreed 
to consider the subject fur¬ 
ther at its January 14 meet¬ 
ing, and heard citizen com¬ 
ment. 

Council has long planned to 
construct an athletic complex 
adjacent to Northway extended, 
between Ridge Road and the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway. 
In its Report 12-90, the Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
(PRAB) outlined a recommend¬ 
ed planning process for the 
property which begins with a 
consultant study of the North¬ 
way field issues in early 1991. 
The study would examine mat¬ 
ters such as integration of ath¬ 
letic and park amenities, field 
requirements, and woodland 
preservation. The board also 
calls for replacement of any 
trees reimoved for ballfield con¬ 
struction. Council accepted the 
report for consideration at its 
January 14 regular meeting. 
PRAB estimates that the fields 
will require approximately 10 
percent of the parkland recently 
acquired by the city, but noted 
that much of the area at the 
site is already cleared. 

Rodney Roberts presented 298 


additional signatures for his ear¬ 
lier petition asking council to 
protect the remaining green belt 
in the area between Ridge Road 
and the BW Parkway. He said 
that the petition, now bearing 
1,478 signatures, would require 
the city to maintain the current¬ 
ly wooded property permanently 
in its natural, present condition. 
He said that the petitioners are 
not against ballfields in the 
cleared area, but when pressed 
by Mayor Pro Tem Thomas X. 
White, said that he would be 
opposed to the clearing of land 
for fields. He noted that he 
could not say, without a com¬ 
mittee meeting, that the peti- 
ioners would be willing to accept 
any tree cutting for fields. He 
presented a personal petition to 
council requesting a study of 
how ballfield needs can be met 
without “cutting down our wood¬ 
lands,” possibly by using other 
sites around the city. 

White reminded Roberts that 
council plans to hold a public 
meeting on the ballfield issues 
and Roberts* petition, but is still 
gathering information. 

Roberts objected to several 
comments reported in the De¬ 
cember 13 News Review concern¬ 
ing a November 7 meeting be¬ 
tween council and PRAB. He 
resented the use of the term 
“tree people” to describe the 
supporters of his petition and 
felt that the commitment by 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld and 
council member Edward Putens 
for the ballfields “totally ne¬ 
gates” the public process. 


White said that Roberts could 
add his (White's) name to the 
list of those supporting the 
fields. He said that he has been 
committed to the development of 
the Northway ballfield complex 
for as long as he has been on 
council. He said that Roberts 
was being very inflexible, citing 
his responses to White's ques¬ 
tions about clearing 3-5 acres 
for fields, 

Weidenfeld said that the com¬ 
ments were in response to PRAB 
member Joe Wilkinson’3 question 
of whether council was just talk¬ 
ing about fields, or if the^ were 
committed to proceeding with 
the fields if an acceptable plan 
could be developed. 

Doug Love supported Roberts, 
but said that, unlike Roberts, he 
was opposed to ballfields, espe¬ 
cially lighted fields. He said that 
lighting the fields would inter¬ 
fere with the movement of deer 
and eliminate one of the few 
unlit areas available to amateur 
astronomers. 

Love proposed an alternate 
ballfield solution that would also 
address the parking problems at 
Roosevelt Center. He catenated 
that 500 additional parking 
places would soon be needed to 
accommodate the new theater, 
restaurant and indoor pool. To 
meet these needs he proposed 
construction of a three- to four- 
story parking garage over the 
lot behind the post office. Love 
proposed that the top floor of 
this structure would be used for 
ballfields. 


Council Adopts Universal Registration; 
Okays Green Spring Preliminary Plan

The City Council adopted 
universal registration at its 
December 17 regular meet¬ 
ing as required by State law. 
In other actions, council 
heard a petition regarding 
Greenbelt Road and approv¬ 
ed the preliminary plan of 
subdivision for Greenspring 

n. 

Universal Registration 

State law no longer permits 
the city to require residents to 
separately register for city coun¬ 
cil elections. As of January 1, 
1990 registration with the coun¬ 
ty Board of Elections has 
constituted registration for city 
elections. Council gave final ap¬ 
proval to a charter amendment 
changing city election regula¬ 
tions and procedures to comply 
with state law. 

Although the city cann'ot re¬ 
quire citizens to register sepa¬ 
rately with the city, state law 
permits the city to maintain a 
supplemental registration list for 
residents who don't want to reg¬ 
ister with the County but who 
wish to_vote in the city. This 


could include military personnel 
residing in the city but main¬ 
taining official residence else¬ 
where for tax and other pur¬ 
poses and people wishing to 
avoid jury duty. Council left 
open the possibility of a future 
charter amendment to establish 
a supplemental list, but deferred 
any action until after a Febru¬ 
ary 20 work session on election 
issues. 

Petitions 

Representative Steny Hoyer 
will be urged to hold a town 
meeting in Greenbelt in early 
January to discuss issues relat¬ 
ing to the Persian Gulf situa¬ 
tion. In approving the invita¬ 
tion, issued in response to a 
letter from Bertram Donn. the 
Greenbelt City Council made 
clear that they were not taking 
a position on the issues involved,

but only supporting a meeting 
at which citizens and Hoyer can 
discuss those issues. 

Council received, without com¬ 
ment, a letter from James Foy, 
chair of the Greenbelt East Ad¬ 
visory Committee, asking coun¬ 
cil to investigate the possibility 
of constructing a pedestrian 
overpass over Greenbelt Road 
near Frankfort Drive. Pedestrian 
safety, he wrote, is of special 
importance at this intersection, 
located near Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. Foy recognized that 
the overpass would be an ex¬ 
pensive project, a concern echoed 
by City Manager James K. Giese 
in his written agenda comments.

Polish Planner Spends Week 
Here Learning New Ideas

By participating in an internship program for a Polish 
planner December 3-7, several people in Greenbelt gained an 
insight on the advantages they enjoy while also helping 
contribute to the reconstruction of Polish society. 

Director of Planning and De¬ 
velopment Celia Wilson spent 


the week showing Dariusz Ros- 
pendek, of Lodz, Poland, what 
it means to be a city planner in 
a town of about 20,000 people. 
Rospendek got a view of many 
small planning activities which 
impact on economic development. 
Before he arrived she had been 
concerned that he would find it 
uninteresting. However, that was 
not the case. 

Rospendek was particularly in¬ 
terested in interaction with city 
council because he was elected 
to the city council of Lodz in 
the city's first free elections on 
May 27, 1990. Lodz, Poland's 

2nd largest city, is the coun¬ 
try's largest governmental dis¬ 
trict. Lodz is composed of one 
canon, while Warsaw, the larg¬ 
est city, is divided into five 
canons. The city of 900,000 has 
a city council of 80 members. 

Because of the city council'3 
size, Rospendek says, “our meet¬ 
ings are difficult to implement.” 
The last meeting went on for 
four days; 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. each 
day. Council meetings are held 
every three months. The topics 
include every program and in¬ 
stitution regarding the town 
from housing to the sewage sys¬ 
tem, 

“We must build. We must cre¬ 
ate our set of government. It's 
our first duty,” he says. 

Rospendek works for the city’s 
Economic Promotion Depart 
ment. In this, his first visit to 
America which began in Novem¬ 
ber, he v as exalted to have 
learned many American ideas. 
In addition to Greenbelt, he vis¬ 
ited manufacturing plants in 
Baltimore, the Baltimore Eco¬ 
nomic Development Corporation, 
and sites in Towson, Frostburg, 
Salisbury and Annapolis. 

The ideas which he hopes to 
take back to use in Poland in¬ 
clude business incubators, busi¬ 
ness and industrial parks, and 
institutions as developers as well 
as development by private indi¬ 
viduals. He hopes to interest pri¬ 
vate people in doing business 
because he feels developing 
small business is the most im¬ 
portant way for development to 
occur. In addition to the eco¬ 


nomic benefit, this would also 
lead to the creation of a true 
middle class. It would have a 
psychological benefit because, 
“people are used to receive rath¬ 
er than to try for their fate.” 

After spending a week with 
her Polish counterpart, Wilson 
said that she could “appreciate 
better the things that we have; 
the freedoms; the importance of 
being able to participate fully 
in the political process.” 

Rospendek wanted to express 
his appreciation to Wilson and 
City Manager James Giese. 
“Please express my thanks for 
the hospitality, kindness and 
politeness of Americans,” he 
said. He added that his exper¬ 
ience did not match the picture 
he had of Americans from our 
movies, but he premised to go 
back to Poland and tell every¬ 
one what Americans are really 
like.

GEAC Reviews Park Plans, 
Traffic and Green Spring II

The next meeting of the Greenbelt East Advisory Coali¬ 
tion (GEAC), to be held at 7:30 p.m. on January 3 at Wind¬ 
sor Green, will feature the election of officers for the coming 
year. At its December 6 meeting, various members 
brought the group up to date on the progress since the 
previous meeting on items of concern. 

Schrom Hills Park dian strip with traffic passing 

The city has reached a set- by in the meanwhile. Right- 
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tlement to acquire the Steiner 
property, the last remaining 
piece of land that will form 
Schrom Hills Park. The settle¬ 
ment will probably be signed in 
March. Bids for construction 
wild be requested in January 
with the contract awarded in 
March. 

The group discussed various 
design features, particularly the 
alle. Roy Dahl expressed concern 
about the width and material; the 
plans call for a 20 feet wide 
strip of concrete pads separated 
by brick pavers. When the con¬ 
cept was originally presented, 
Dahl said, the alle was to be 
of brick and serve as a visual 
focal point for the park. Will 
a 20' x 100’ slab of concrete give 
the same visual effect? 

James Foy, GEAC chair who 
also serves on the city’s Advis¬ 
ory Planning Board (APB), 
noted that the brick pavers will 
break up the concrete pads; 
there will be exposed aggressage 
pads along the alle for benches 
and ground level flower beds at 
intervals. 

The question of lighting for 
the ballfields was brought up 
but not pursued aggressively; 
the general understanding is that 
the conduits for lighting will be 
installed but that the wiring will 
only be run if and when a de¬ 
cision is made that lights are 
appropriate and money is avail¬ 
able. 

Other queries were raised 
about the extent of bleachers and 
dugouts for the ballfields, the 
number of trash cans to be in¬ 
stalled and the status of the 
lake. No definitive information 
was available. 

Traffic Concerns 

A rumor was shared by sev¬ 
eral members that the 
State Highway Administration’s 
(SHA) plans for relocating the 
ramp off the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway may be altered. 
While no official information had 
been received, reports of fund¬ 
ing problems were widespread. 
The possibility was raised and 
welcomed that the location of 
the r'arnp might be closer to the 
existing ramp and thus less in¬ 
trusive on Greenbriar. 

Dorothy Pyles raised the ques¬ 
tion of pedestrian safety at the 
intersection of Hanover Park¬ 
way and Greenbelt Road. When 
the SHA studied the timing of 
the light their concern was pri¬ 
marily with the adequacy of the 
left-turn signal, Pyles noted that 
many pedestrians must use two 
light cycles to cross Greenbelt 
Road, being stranded on the me

On December 10, a 37-year-old

WINTERIZE WATER PIPES 

The Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission (WSSC) 
reminds area residents that the 
time to “winterize” water pipes 
to avoid freezing and costly re¬ 
pairs is now. 

Turn off all water pipes lead¬ 
ing to outside spigot3. The valve 
for these outside spigots is us¬ 
ually found in the basement or 
in a crawl space. After turning 
the valve off, open the outside 
spigots to drain them of residu¬ 
al water. Never leave a hose con¬ 
nected to the outside spigot 
even if it is one of the “frost 
free designs. 

Inside pipes can freeze too, 
if they are located near an out¬ 
side wall, or if the area isn't 
heated. Two remedies are avail¬ 
able: (1) Wrap some type of 
insulating material around the 
pipes; (2) Make some provision 
to allow for warmer air to cir¬ 
culate in the room. 

When a water pipe does be¬ 
come frozen, a way to thaw it 
is to use a hand-held hair dryer. 
Never use an open flame—that 
can readily melt the solder joint 
causing an extensive leak that 
could damage the contents of 
the room. One method to fore¬ 
stall frozen pipes is to leave the 
cold water running by just a

trickle during the coldest days, 

Customers of the WSSC 
should remember that the pipe¬ 
line system inside their prop¬ 
erty line belongs to them, and 
is their responsibility to main¬ 
tain, Any repair or replacements 
inside the property line are a 
direct expense to the home own¬ 
er or business operator. 

Winter is also a time of in¬ 
creased broken water mains 
within the Sanitary District due 
largely to the havoc that freez¬ 
ing and thawing plays on east 
iron pipes. Maintenance crews 
will respond promptly to these 
problems.

MENTS “ELECTIONS” SECTIONS 14. 15. 18. 19. 26. 
AND 33, INCLUSIVE, TO DELETE FROM THE CITY

Giese wrote that the overpass 
would probably cost more than 
half a million dollars and said 
that “staff is unable to identify 
a potential source of funding.” 
The petition was referred to 
staff for investigation. 

Greenspring II 

Council approved the prelimi¬ 
nary plan of subdivision for 
Greenspring II, located along 
Hanover Parkway at Good Luck 
Road. The Richmond American 
project will consist of 91 single 
family homes on both sides of 
Hanover Parkway. The two ma¬ 
jor issues that concerned the 
city staff involve requirements 
under county law for mandatory 
dedication of open space and tree 
conservation areas. 

Director of Planning and De¬ 
velopment Celia Wilson had 
argued that the two set asides 
are exclusive, not to be com¬ 
bined. The developer had opposed 
this interpretation, which would 
require him to set aside 15% 
of the property. The only alter¬ 
native offered by the developer 
would have placed some of the 
tree conservation area upon pri¬ 
vate lots, which Wilson felt 
placed too great a burden upon 
the homeowners. Tree conserva¬ 
tion areas cannot be cleared, in 
whole or part, without county 
permission and there is a sub¬ 
stantial county fine for viola¬ 
tions. At its November 26 meet¬ 
ing council expressed concerns 
about how violations could be 
detected. 

At this meeting, Wilson re¬ 
ported that while she still feels 
that the intent of the tree con¬ 
servation law was for an addi¬ 
tional set-aside, the county has 
been permitting developers to 
overlap tree conservation and 
mandatory dedication areas, and 
has also permitted placing tree 
conservation areas on private 
lots. Faced with the likelihood 
that county zoning officials 
would not uphold the city’s ob¬ 
jections, she recomlmended ap¬ 
proval of a subdivision plan 
overlapping the two zones, but 
not placing any tree conserva¬ 
tion areas on private property. 
The developer did agree to re¬ 
vegetate additional areas in 
Greenspring I equivalent to the 
difference between the set aside 
areas in Greenspring II and the 
15% required if the mandatory 
dedication and tree conservation 
zones were not overlapped. 

Other Actions 

Council directed staff to con¬ 
tinue to investigate why the Pos¬ 
tal Service is still not delivering 
mail to residents of Greenspring

I. The reasons given to the city 
by the post office, that vehicles 
cannot cross a hump in the road¬ 
way and that service cannot be¬ 
gin until the development is 
50% occupied, were rejected by 
council. Ken Berg, vice presi¬ 
dent for land development for 
Richmond American Homes, said 
that the postmaster had told him 
that the problem was that tan¬ 
dem mailboxes were required, 
which have now been installed. 
Berg said that his office will also 
investigate the matter. The re¬ 
quest for investigation was made 
by Council member Edward Pu- 
tens. 

Greenhome and O’Mara was 
hired to design a traffic signal 
for the intersection of Hanover 
Parkway and Ora Glen Drive. 
Design costs will total $7,025. 


Council approved an increase 
in the payments to Keyes Con¬ 
don Florence (KCF) for their 
work on the community center 
design from the original con¬ 
tract estimate of $18,000-$24,- 
000 to a new total of $38,000 
plus up to $1,500 for reprogra¬ 
phic expenses. 

KCF estimated that $9,000 of 
the increase represents work 
normally done in the design 
phase that was moved up into 
the programming phase. The 
rest reflects additional meetings 
and Work over that envisioned in 
the original contract.

Goddard Space Flight Center 
Leads Greenbelt Into Future

T minus ten and counting ... an 1,100 acre facility 
employing 3,700 civil servants and over 8.000 contract per¬ 
sonnel ... T minus five and counting... an annual operating 
budget exceeding $1 billion . . . T minus four and counting 
. . . over 30 years of expertise in space exploration . . . 
3,2,1, . . . blastoff and it's a go into the future at the Na¬ 
tional Aeronautics and Space Administration’s (NASA) 
Goddard Space Flight Center (GSFC). 


Located off of Greenbelt and 
Soil Conservation Roads, the 
Center is one of Greenbelt’s most 
notable features. GSFC is also 
a world renowned field center 
for space research and explora¬ 
tion. Dedicated to the mission 
of expanding human understand¬ 
ing of the earth, the environ¬ 
ment and the solar system. 
GSFC has always been at the 
forefront of space research and 
exploitation. 

The Center, named after 
rocket scientist Dr. Robert H. 
Goddard, has been home to 
thousands of scientists, engi¬ 
neers and technicians since 1959. 
GSFC develops, designs, fabri¬ 
cates, tests, launches and ana¬ 
lyzes space science missions us¬ 
ing all of its own resources. 
During the past three decades, 
GSFC has built and tested more 
than 40 satellites and managed 
over 160 different satellite pro¬ 
jects for NASA. In addition, the 
Center has been responsible for 
launching over 170 payloads on 
Goddard-managed Delta rockets. 

In the past year, GSFC con¬ 
tributed to the world of aero¬ 
nautic exploration in several 
maj-or projects. Through the de¬ 
sign and successful launch of 
the Cosmic Background Explor¬ 
er (CORE) satellite, remarkable 
data have been generated chal¬ 
lenging the existing theories re¬ 
garding the origin of the uni¬ 
verse while supporting the “Big 
Bang" theory. In addition, 
GSFC is also the operational 
nerve center of the recently 
launched Hubble Space Tele¬ 
scope. 

What does the future hold for 
Greenbelt at the Goddard Space 
Flight Center? Because of God¬ 
dard's involvement with the 
•pace platform and the earth 


observing systems (EOS) pro¬ 
jects. as well as other space 
satellites including the Hubble 
telescope, GSFC activities will 
soar well into the next century. 
Plans are underway for the 
construction of a new campus 
on the east side of Soil Conser¬ 
vation Road in a wooded parcel 
of land along side Greenbelt 
Road. The campus will feature 
two large buildings primarily to 
house the EOS program. Local 
residents can expect to hear a 
lot of media publicity about the 
growth at GSFC. In addition, 
expansion in and around the 
Center will offer potential jobs 
and revenue for Greenbelt. 

Besides technological advances 
and employment opportunities, 
GSFC contributes to the area 
through community involve¬ 
ment. The public is encouraged 
to explore and experience God¬ 
dard by taking part in several 
programs offered by the God¬ 
dard Office of Public Affairs. 
For example, the Speakers Bu¬ 
reau can arrange informative 
lectures by NASA Specialists 
for groups of 75 or more. In 
addition, the Traveling Exhibits 
Program offers more than 50 
exhibits, ranging from a replica 
of the Apollo space suit to a 
scale model of the Space Shut¬ 
tle. 

The Visitor Center offers a 
range of museum-like exhibits 
and space displays providing 
visitors with an opportunity to 
increase their knowledge of the 
history of space exploration as 
well as basic scientific princi¬ 
ples. The use of interactive ex¬ 
hibits involves visitors of all 
ages in a unique educational as 
well as entertaining experience. 
In addition, the Visitor Center 
offers special events to the pub¬ 


lic, such as model rocket launch¬ 
es, star watches, guest speakers, 
and films. 

Goddard is also very involved 
with area, state, and national 
education programs by provid¬ 
ing exhibits and displays. The 
Teacher Resource Laboratory 
(TRL) offers educators the op¬ 
portunity to obtain aerospace- 
related periodicals as well as 
preview and copy videotapes for 
classroom use. Besides the TRL, 
Goddard offers a Spacemobile 
for school visits as well as a 
secondary education program for 
area colleges and universities. 

Tours of the local NASA fa¬ 
cility are also available to the 
public on Wednesday through 
Sunday. There is no admission 
fee and parking is free. Visitors 
may walk the grounds, picnic, 
and enjoy Greenbelt's natural 
surroundings, including grazing 
deer and ducks. Special arrange¬ 
ments can be made for groups 
of over 20 people. In addition, 
services for the visually and 
hearing impaired are available 
upon request. 

Besides education, Goddard is 
also very community-minded in 
the types of programs and ser¬ 
vices available to local residents, 
such as credit union/banking, 
expanding child day care to 
meet growing needs and various 
clubs and organizations for em¬ 
ployees and residents. 

Goddard has always welcomed 
interaction with the Greenbelt 
community. Whether an em¬ 
ployee working on data retrie¬ 
val from a satellite or a visitor 
exploring the exhibits. Goddard 
and Greenbelt will continue to 
soar into the future together.

IRS, Maryland Seek Taxpayers Due Refunds 


The Internal Revenue Service 
and the Maryland State Comp¬ 
troller's Office are trying to 
locate those area residents who 
are due tax refunds from their 
1989 and prior year federal and 
state income tax returns. For 
the fifth straight year federal 
and state agencies have com¬ 
bined their efforts to locate tax¬ 
payers who are due refunds. 

According to H. J. Hightower, 
IRS district director for Mary¬ 
land and the District of Colum¬ 
bia, 1,657 federal refund checks, 
totalling over $849,175 and 
ranging from $1 to $15,941, were 
returned by the postal service 
as undeliverable. 

Comptroller Louis L. Gold¬ 
stein noted that his office has 
1,443 undelivered state refund 
checks, totalling $248,174, with 
the average refund amounting to 
about $172. 

Hightower said these taxpay¬ 
ers may have moved or changed 
their last names during the year 
and did not notify the IRS or 
the State of Maryland, or the 
address on the returns may sim¬ 
ply have been illegible. When 
a refund is returned by the 
post office, the two agencies at¬ 
tempt to find the taxpayer and 
deliver the check, but there are 
usually some who cannot be 
found.
